The News. 



There is nothing Tory remarkable in the 
news from the states, uoutrary to aii tiia 
usages of European Governments, but iimtrict 
confuruiiiy with the ceaseless uml ruinous 
change oi ofiice in the Great Republic, tliore 
is to be another clmngo of tho Commaruler-in- 
chief of the army. Tiuruside was put upto be 
popularly hilled. Then General Hooker, for 
distinguishing- himself in somo way above 
other generals, was drafted into the forloru 
hope of Commander-in-chiels. Ho is no 
sooner selected as Oomtnander-in-chief, than 
we nre lold by War Ofiice dispatches that ha 
lias not the military capacity to command a 
large army. Remarkable country, the Stutea! 
Remarkable Cabinet, Mr. Lincoln's! Tho 
incapacity of a gcneral-in-ohief is not dis- 
covered till he disgraces himself, or til! he, 
like Hooker, holds the command of the army 
a few days without doing anything, and 
without time to do anything! The Cabinet 
sets up generals- in-cbitf like ten-pins in a 
bowling alley, and at the fi:st ball rolled down 
lliey go. It is a masterly game now with the 
Wnsbitigloti Cabinet to put up and knock 
down Major-Generals as fast as they can, 
whilst tho "sovereign people" seem as cure- 
less of what becomes of them as the Romans 
were of the Gracchi. The winding up ol the 
civil machinery of Statu and National Gov- 
ernmenis is an everlasting job for American 
politicians. Rotation in civil office is belter 
understood than rotation of crops; but rota- 
tion oi tho army commanders by the Cabinet 
surpasses the whims of the multitude. Were 
the subject not a grave one, in which the 
world Is interested, the military changes of 
tho Federals would excile ridicule, 'Hie 
sioner, however, that Mr, Lincoln exhausts 
his roll of commanders-in-chief the better lor 
mankind. If wo can believe the dispatches 
ha has reached the bottom of the list, if we 
pass Scolt unnoticed. The wheel ol fortuue 
i< lo turn half round, so as to elevate Mc- 
Clellan for the third time to the zenith of 
military power and distinction. Prom his 
retirement in New Jersey, and his serenades 
ami ovatious in New York, he is to bo re- 
stored to tho command of tho army of the 
Potomac. Luaky man ! lie cannot do much 
damage there very soon, as only 15,000 Con 
edcrates arc loft to guard the fords o 
the Rappahannock. The balance of the 
Confederated have gone on shooting ex- 
cursions into South Carolina, or out into 
eastern Tennessee, or to Vicksburg. With 
their railroads ready to transport their 
whole army from Vicksburg to Fredericks- 
burg in seventy-two hours, they can well 
afford to leavo a small guard on the Rappa- 
hannock, more particularly as tho Federals 
have been a year and n-half going to Rich- 
mond, but have only got half-way. "Onto 
Richmond !" seems to be a failure. An im- 
mense Federal expedition at Port Royal in 
South Carolina, between Charleston and Sa- 
vannah, is most likely to command Confed- 
erate attention. Leo is reported to have 
gone in that direction. An offensive opera- 
tion of some sort is anticipated in that quar- 
ter; but whether the blow will bo struck 
at Charleston or Savannah is not made pub- 
lic. It is not improbable that Savannah is 
the point. One of tho great objects of the 
Federals was to obtain possession of eastern 
Tennessee. Richmond papers gave out that 
Rosekrans has been successful in executing 
that design. So if Charleston and Savannah 
can be brought under Federal sway, aline 
o! Feilerul communication may bo opened 
through the centre of the South from tho 
Atlantic to the Mississippi, cutting off com- 
munication between Richmond and Vicks- 
burg. Such a design, combined with the re- 
duction of Vicksburg, and tho opening of the 
Mississippi; would divide the South, cast of 
that river, into four quarters, while its whole 
coast was blockaded by Federal vessels. Wc 
shall probably learn what the Port Royal 
expedition intend to do within a short time ; 
but when the Federals shall drive tho Con 
federates out of Vicksburg it is useless to 
speculate. Tho impression gains currency 
ihat it will prove another Richmond. .Mr. 
Davis, in a speech lately delivered in Rich- 
mond, appears to base his hopes of peace 
and independence on a schism in tho North, 
or in n division of tho Northwest from the 
East. He may possess information warrant- 
ing such a prospect ; but it is but a contin- 
gency ; arid if that fails, the indefinite pro- 
longation of tho war is inevitable. 

The contraband regiments are coming in 
for their share of applause. From various 
quarters in tho South their bravery and sol- 
dierly qualities are spoken of in high terms. 
Doubtless some uf tho eulogies are due to a 
disposition to overcome Northern prejudice 
against black regiments ; yet thera seems to 
be no doubt about their being ablo auxili- 
aries in the war. As artillery men, tliey are 
already reoortcd to he superior to the whiles. 
The North will require their aid; for Con- 
gress has rejected a Conscription Act only to 
substitute un Act of tho same import, hut of 
another name to mobilize tho white militia of 
the United States. The military ardor of the 
Free States seeras to have cooled consider- 
ably when such a law is doemed necessary. 
From Europe, we hear of an insurrection 
in Poland, and the oiler of tho Duko of Co- 
bourg to accept tho Greek throne. But llic 
question that still overshadows all others i» 
tho civil war in the States. In England 
sympathy with the .Vorlh has been strongly 
expressed ; but on tho other hand, Sir Robert 
Feel, a representative of the ruling classes 
and Secretary for Ireland, is in favor of tho 
separation of the North from tho South. 
That, however, is no proof that England is 
tlisposad to depart from her neutrality policy. 
Napoleon, on the contrary, is inclined to keep 
up his prestige as the leading Statesman ol 
the world, and place France at the head of 
Iho European powers in the settlement of the 
American difficulty. Unfortunately for his 
piospects, they have rejected his leadership 
on the ground that mediation is premature. 
His recognition of ihe South, of which media- 
tion was to be a preliminary, is thus post- 
poned ; and it is not likely that ho will 
undertako either mediation or recognition 
single-handed.

At daylight the thunder or guna was heard, 
supposed to bestir fleet engaged in making 
an attack, or that the Alabama or Florida 
was ciideavuring to force an entrance.

render?" This was repealed three times, 
Captain Slulwngen replying to each inquiry. 
"I am in a sinking condition." The rebels' 
answered, "If you don't surrender, wc will 
blow you of tho water; Send your boat 
aboard. 1 he boat winch had been lowered 
then conveyed Ihu executive ollicor to the 
rebel rnm, ii«u the officer asked lo be admitted 
on board. This was refused, 'lite lieuten- 
ant then rciicutod, " We nre in a sinking 
condition, Ihe rebels replied, " You can't 
sink lower than the rails. Wo can't take 
you on board." The oflicur then gave bis 
parole, as demanded and returned, The 
rebels were thus successfully deceived in re- 
gard to the condition of the Morcidiln. She 
Jay in shoal water, and hence the reply that 
alio could not sink below the rails, 

The ram then steered towards the Keystone 
Btuto, and sent a shot through her steam 
(j.uiit, causing tbu death of '21 pursuits and 
wounding 5 more, Jn thp meantime, ttio gun- 
beat Housatoiiio engaged the other rum, driv- 



ing her away. At half-past six in the morn- 
'ng, both rams left tho scene anil passed up 
to Charleston. 

During the attack on our fleet the Princess 
Royal succeeded in getting off. Her escape 
and arrival hero weru chiefly owing to tho 
assistance of tho third engineer of the Thurs- 
ton. The Mercedila steamed down to Perl 
Hoyal. with ouly one of her boilers injured, 
at which place she arrived safely, and will 
be repaired in a day. 

The Keystone State was disabled, but was 
towed to Port Royal by the Memphis. 

The rebel statement that tho Federal licet 
had entirely disappeared from Charleston, is 
ru'irely unauthorized by facts. Our vessels 
returned to their old positions at dark. The 
new Ironsides arrived next day to reinforce 
tlio biockaders, 

Information is also brought by tho Princes; 
Royal of the attack by the iron-clad Mon- 
lituck on Fort McAllister, on the 28th nit. 
She was not disabled in the least, 'although 
receiving 17 shots in her sides, 12 on hor tur- 
ret, and was engaged five hours.

Nkw Yohk, Feb. 10. — A Port Royal cor- 
respondent says that the attack bv the Mon- 
t'Uik and the gunboats Seneca. Wissbacken 
and Dawn, assisted by the mortar steamer C. 
II. Williams, upon Fort McAllister, Ogoe- 
chea river, Georgia, was resumed on Sunday 
morning, but we have not been ablo to ascer- 
tain lhat much progress was made in reduc- 
ing that lortificalion. Under the guidance 
of a negro pilot, the Mootnuk was taken early 
in tho morning to a point within 000 yards 
of the battery, and commenced, work at once, 
continuing until 12 o'clock noon, when the 
ebb li.le compelled her to retiro. She was 
inioblo to breach the work in consequence ol 
tho immense thickness of the embankment — 
nearly 30 feet. The MoUtnuk was struck 16 
bates, but received no other damage than the 
starling of bolls in the pilot bouse, and shut- 
tering her smokestack. The other vessels 
took a position at long range, and kept up a 
steady fire until signalled to leave. Tho 
Senooa and tho mortar steamer each received 
one shot, but neither vessel was injured. In 
view of more important service requiring the 
Montauk, Iho attack on Fort McAllister for 
the present will probably be relinquished. 

Another Purl Royal letter, of prior dale lo 
the above, says that the Montauk had been 
engaged lor several days attacking an iron- 
clad battery on tho Ogeccltoe river. The 
rebels have much heavier guns than were 
ever used before. They also use steel-pointed 
shot, but, although the turret was struck 16 
times, the shot all glanced off. 

St. Louis, Feb. 10. — A despatch horn 
West Plains, of the 7th, says that Col. War- 
ing's cavalry drove Gen. Marmadttko's forces 
out of Baicsville on tho night of the -1th kill- 
ing and wounding many, and capturing some 
prisoners. Among the latter was Colonel 
Adams. 

New York, Feb. 10. — A Fort Clinch

A large number of merchantmen were at the 
mouth of the Rio Grande, with cargoes for 
Mala moras. 

WAsntNOTON, Feb. 10.— A Vicksburg let- 
ter says the rebels arc fortifying points com- 
manding the river below Vicksburg, but 
don't seem to have gun's enough for all the 
works. 

Official despatches in regard to tho roccnt 
pffair at Charloslou do not differ materially 
from accounts already telegraphed. The Key- 
stone State and Mercedila were the only two 
vo3<els injured, and both of them are now at 
Pott Royal, repairing. Other vessels of the 
squadron were struck by the enemy's shot, 
but the damage done was trifling. The rebel 
rams came upon the fleet during a thick fog. 
and wcro not seen until close alongside the 
Mercedila. Tho ram was so low in Iho water 
that the Mercedila was unable to bring hor 
guns lo bear on her, and was disabled on the 
first shot of the ram, which passed through 
her and exploded her steam drum, thus de- 
priving her of power of motion. Tho ram, 
after being detained half nn hour with the 
Mereedita, started for the Keystone Stale and 
soon disabled her by a shot through both her 
slonm-chests Ten rifle shells struck her, 
two exploding on her quarter-deck. The 
He usn tonic gave chase, anil u shot Irom her 
.struck the pilot-house of the ram, doing, it 
is thought, some damage, and carrying away 
hor flag. The rebel vessel then passed north- 
ward and took refuge in the Swash Channel, 
About n quarter of the crew of the Keystorte 
State are killed or wounded, and most of litem 
died from the escaping stcum. An investi- 
gation has been ordered by Commodore 
Dunont. 

TIlO Ship Canal bill wns defeated in tee 
House, lust night, by 10 majority. 
Olicio.voo, Feb. 10.— Tho .Military Commitce 
of tho Senate reported, yesterday, a substitute 
for Ih'e' Conscription bill prnposod sometime 
since. In its present shape it enacts that all 
able-bodied male citizens in the United Slates, 
between the ages of 18 and -15, arc decided to 
constitute Iho uational forces, ami shall be 
liable to military duty when called out by 
the President. 

Another bill was introduced into the Sen- 
ate by Mr. Sumner, which provides for tho 
enrollment of all obits-bodied blacks between 
(ho ages of 18 and -15, who have been freed 
by Congress or tho proclamation of the Pres- 
ident, by the commanding officer of tho de- 
partment within which they shall be found. 
They aro to be cigaiiincd, armed and oquipp 
ed, and mustered into the service for tho 
war , thnir pay to be 87 per month, one-half 
to bo retained until the end of their service 
Another section authorizes the voluntary 
enlistment, of free blacks between the ages 
of 18 anil 35, with tho same pay bs white 
volunteers— the aggregate enrolled under tho 
Acl not lo exceed 300,000 men. 

Nuw York, Feb. 11. — There is not much 
news of special importance this morning.

Wasuinutox, Feb. II. — The Senate yester- 
day passed the bill remodelling the ontiro 
postal system of the country. It provides for 
the appointment of all Postmasters with ,«al 
aries over $1,000 per year by the President, 
and under that amount, by the Poslmaslor 
General. All perquisites ate abolished. Drop 
letters arc to he charged two costs, nnd car- 
riers paid a salary from this revenuo. instead 
o! collecting a cent on each hitter. News- 
papers may be delivered lo subscribers in the 
city by the Postmaster, by contract, and 
branch posloflices and depositories are estab 
lished. 

Chicago, Feb. 12 —Tho despatches this 
morning aro of no importance, and not oven 
of interest.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12. — hi the Senate, yrs- 
lerday, in rep ly to a resolution of inquiry, 
a communication was received from Mr. S< w- 
ard, denying that M. Mercicr or any oilier 
person bad been authorized to make repre- 
sentations of any kind to the rebel Confeder- 
ate authorities in behalf of the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 

A bill was reporled in the House ye-ler- 
day, authorizing Nevada nnd Colorado Ter- 
ritories to form constitutions preliminary to 
llicir admission inro the Union as Slates. 

Tho rebel Congress on the 20tb nil., rr>- 
poaled tho act exempting the owner of 20 
negroes from the conscription. 

Boston. Feb. 12. — A letter front a captain 
of the 42d Massachusetts, dated Houston. 
Texas, says his nnd two other companies 
were captured in the attack nn Galveston, 
and convoyed to Houston. Only ten men 
were killed on tho Harriet Lane, including 
Captain Wainwright and Lieut. Leo ; ten 
were wounded, and tho remainder captured 
and taken to Houston. All the prisoners 
wcro well treated. 

Wasiiinotom, Feb. 12.— The House to-day 
proceeded with the consideration of the bill 
reported from the Committee on Territories, 
lo provide a temporary government for the. 
Territory of Monlnnnn, contiguous to Oregon 
and Washington Territory: The bill passed— 
80 to X0. 

The Missouri Emancipation bill was con- 
sidered in the Senate to-day. An amendment 
roducing the amount 'to bo paid for each 
slave from $300 to $200 was adopted, The 
House finally passed tho bill by a small ma- 
jority. It provides that Missouri shall pans 
an Emancipation Act, within twelve months, 
when $20.00(1,800 in 4 per cent, bonds will 
he delivered to that Slate, provided said 
Emancipation Act shall abolish slavery not 
later than July, 187G. If the act for free 
manumission is not passed befarn July, 18ii5, 
and slavery excluded forever, tho bonds aro 
not to exceed $10,000,000. 

llAitnisiiuitn, Fob. 12.— Gov. Curtin sent 
a message to the Legislature to-day, in re- 
ference to arbitrary arrests, contending that 
Coigross alone has power, to suspend (ho 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Fortress Monroe, Feb, II.— In reply to 
a demand for the release of Federal army 
officers, Col. Ludlow, tho United Stales Com- 
missioner, received information that all tho 
officers' captured before the loth of Decem- 
ber] 1802, the dale of Jeff. Davis' retaliatory 
proclamation, would ho immediately released. 
All sutler's clerks, Govern men t employees, 
etc., confined in Richmond have been releas- 
ed nnd have arrived. 

By the way ol Tuscumbia it is reported 
that tho enemy moved a largo part of the 
army ol Virginia to Vicksburg. They have 
also taken from Mobilo all the garrison ex- 
cept about -1,000 men for police duty. 

The railroad from Selma lo Meridian is 
completed, thus enabling tho Confederates to 
rapidly couceiitrate thuir forces at Vicks- 
burg. 

The enforcement of the Conscription Act 
is said to be driving many from Alabama 
and Mississippi to the North. 

In consequence of the frequent violation of 
tho regulations against carrying contraband 
articles South, more vigorous measures are 
resorted lo. 

An arrival from Vicksburg, on Monday, re- 
ports that a barge loaded with coal ran the 
blockade on Sunday. 

New York, Feb. 13.— Tho Loudon Ship- 
jmtg Gazrtti, rocoived by tho Etna, says : 
Should tho Emperor's proposal bo rejected, 
he has apparently but one alternative to re- 
cognise the South and raise the blockade. 
It may be taken lor granted that the offered 
negotiations will be rejected, and that com- 
pulsory eeasatioti or maritime war with Iho 
North will follow.

OATHS TO SUNDAY, 1st EE11RUARY. 

Naw Yoke, Kbb'. 8.— The »te.,m«hip llnns.i, 
from Bremen February 18th, and Southampton 
22'J, arrived this morninir, having experienced 
heavy westerly Kales the entire passage ; lost all 
her quarter boats; had whcelhouse stove in, and 
is badly damaged about deck. 

An important conference took lilac? at the Clar- 
endon, ill Liverpool, on Saturday, to take steps 
for eliciting the opinions of tho uoople of that 
place, in reference to the American war and 
slavery. A resolution was offered, to tho effect 
that the Emancipation Proclamation was entitled 
to the (generous sympathy and support of free 
Englishmen, and that a committee should bo 
formed to brine; the subject before Iho people. 
The resolution was supported by a number of 
prominent gentlemen, and opposed by Mr. Spence, 
who constituted himself the especial champion of 
the South. The resolution was carried by a large 
majority; 

New York, Feb. 1-3.— The Asia, with dates 
from Liverpool to tho 31 January, and from 
Quccustowu to 1st February, has arrived. 

It is assumed by several writers that the Em- 
peror's proposal [of mediation in American affairs] 
is a preliminary step to more important action, 
> n I if refused, lhat the recognition of the Confed- 
erate States will probably follow, whether England ! 
joins or not. It is reported that the proposal mil i 
submitted to Sliilell in advance, and that bo and 
other secessionists pronounce it entirely Inadmis- 
sible, 

Rumors are in circulation that now ilifliculliee 
arc arising between the British and American 
Governments, owing to the seizures of English 
vessels too near the Bahama const. 

Tlie Emancipation demonstration at Exeter Hull 
[London] was a most enthusiastic affair, arid in 
point of numbers one of the most important since 
the Cum I. aw League times. The resolutions re- 
iterate tho sentiment of the Emancipation' »o- 
oiotlos, and express great sympathy for the North. 
Hostile amendments mere promptly voted down, 
and the resolutions were carried alntcst unani- 
mously. Tho London Times was denounced 
amidst groans and hisses. 

Similar meetings had been held at Bradford, and 
other towns in England. The operatives at Brad- 
ford adopted a memorial thanking America for the 
relief afforded and sinrgestiug assistauco to emi- 
grate as the most clfectivo means of affording 
relhf. 

The Times indulges In tho insst gloomy pic- 
tum of the prisjut crisis in America, both in u 
military and litiaricial view. 

Sir Hubert Peel, in a speech, hail declared him- 
self favorable to a sep nation of the North and 
South, and strongly condemned Lincoln's emanci- 
pation edict, 

The Polish insurrection still smouldered, but 
there was nothing important. Warsaw Mas tran- 
quil. 

The Prussian Chaiubcia bad voted an address 
hostile to tiie Quvernmcnt, by an overwhelming 
majority. 

Warsaw, Jan. 28.— Tlio insurrectionists had 
leeclvcd considerable reinforcements from the bet- 
ter classes of society, including many from War- 
saw. They captured some troops near Hvatseraw, 
Including two ltnsaiau ollloers, who wcro immedi- 
ately shot. 

Warsaw, Jan. 31.— The city is tranquil. Ofti- 
ciil journals atate that all news received by (Jov- 
oriuueiit from the provinces is of a satisfactory na- 
ture, and that older is being everywhere restored. 

Halifax, Feb. 9. — Tho steamer Europu, from 
Liverpool January 24th, and Uucenstown the 2-3th, 
has arrived. 

The l'aris correspondent of the London 'limes 
has reasons to know lhat oiHeial instructions have 
been sent by the French Government to Washing- 
ton, siieircsting that Commissioners bo delegated 
by the Federal Government and by the Southern 
States, to meet on neutral ground, and confer to- 
gether without hostilities being suspended, so that 
they may advise mutual concessions and effect a 
reconciliation. 

The Paris Payt says: "Wc arc able to state that 
the Government of the Emperor has addressed a 
communication to tho Washington Government, 
proposing a means of arrangement between the 
belligerents which would fully protect the dignity 
of the Americans " 

l.t Xord says France has proposed a convoca- 
tion of an American Congress, with the ticiv of 
peace. 

The London TimM cannot perceive anything in 
the tone of the American people to give any very 
confident hopu lliat the miseries of that nation are 
drawing to an end. 

Sii thousand additional reinforcements (French) 
have been ordered to Mexico. 

The Weimar Gazette announces the acceptance 
by the Duke of Coburg, uf the Grecian throne, on 
condition that Ihe House of Bavaria renounces its 
right.

BuOKDBN, Cowichan, Feb. 18, 18G:i. 

Editor British Colonist — Dear Sir: The 
return of mild weather has set all our settlers to 
work upon their land with redoubled energy, and 
already a considerable change shows itself in the 
ombrra farms. Those who intend to plant must 
now be looking about 'hem, and those who have 
been waiting for spring before they took up their 
laud, should wait no longer, for we mav look for 
an early spiing ul Cowichan. Several farm a will, 
1 suppose, change hands this Spring! at least, we 
hear that Iwo or three who have been here since 
iVugust last arc about selling their implements, 
bouses, and right of preemption. 1 hope we shall 
get some real farmers iu their place. There seems 
lobe a desire among the settlers lo come to some 
arrangement for tho establishment of a steam ferrv 
from Saallich to Cowichan Harbor, and I hear it 
rumored that a meeting is to be held upon the 
subject. Tho first step should be tho building of 
a wharf, for wo have now great trouble iu landing 
our goods from tho schooner. I understand th.it 
Mr. Harris is now in Victoria, making his ar- 
rangements for putting up n wharf and opening 
his siore. I hope be will be speedy in concluding 
them, for both wharf and store aro very much 
needed, nnd will, no doubt, he a source of con- 
siderable profit when established. 

Johnny Lomo opened his Cowichan Hotel a fe.v 
days ugo, and 1 hear he is doing a Ihiiring trade. 
Mr. Harris bus also obtained a 1. cense, so we mav 
expect to be well supplied with spirituous liquors 
at Ihe "John Bull" and Cowichan Hotili. I pre- 
sume the principal customers will bo travellers 
persons coming up to look for land, and sportsmen! 
for the settlers will hardly support two hotels. 

There has been a good deal of shooting during the 
late severe weather; deer have been very plentiful, 
and we have he:ird of elk being seen. Panthers 
and wolves have been plentiful, but I have not 
heard of any having been 'hot as yet. 

The benrer of Ibis letter will show you a speci- 
men of gold recently picked up heic by on Indian, 
[cannot give you the exact locality where it was 
found, but 1 have been told by Indians that there 
is bulb sold and coal near the foot of Mount Cobble, 
not far from the fiver trail. Probably this spring 
will not pass away before this district has been 
thoroughly prospected. I have, nunc hope from 
coal than gold myself; although, from the fact of 
several colors having been found In a single pan 
or dirt on tho beach, wc may fairly conclude that 
there is gold in the country.
